AGREEMENT MERGER DRAWN. 


Many Details to Be Arranged In Plan 


and It Is Expected to Be Brought 
Before Voter*' of Towns at Spring 
Election. 


Tho two committees appointed by 


the New Haven Town Council and 
the Connellsvllle Town Council ex 
pect to meet tonight and take the 
first active steps tov-ard the consoli- 
dation of the two towns 
Tho com- 


mittees have not mot with each other 
formally as yet, but the members Lave 
discussed the different phases of the 
consolidation idea with tho result 
that Attorney E C Higbee was di- 
rected to draw up an agreement rela 
tlve to the meiging of the two towns 


Mr Higbee expects to have 
the 


agreement ready to hand over to the 
committees this evening, and this will 
be the first matter to be taken, up 
There are many matters to be con 
sldered by the committee tiom both 
Councils in order th it the matter will 
bo presented In tho proper light to 
the voters lu both towns, and that tho 
rights oZ each shall 
bo 
carefully 


guarded. 


The committee has given tho tax 


proposition earnest attention and their 
findings will be piesented ivith the 
agreement to the Councils of both 
towns, the 'Uews of the two commit- 
tees being leported la such manner 
that when It comes befoie the Coun 
oils it will be in compi ohenslve shape 


The committees really have noth 


ing further to do than take «p the 
questions that arlio in laying the 
plans for consolidation, aad those will 
be presented In tho agreement by At- 
torney B C Higbee, who has given 
the matter much thought and consid- 
eration. It Is possible that some 
time will elapse before the consoli- 
dation plans can be perfectly comple- 
ted, but thero Ib assurance gl\on that 
Jt will be in such shape to present to 
the voters at. the spsing election 


Messrs Girard, Mlllard and Kooser, 


the committee representing Councils 
vllle, have held several informal meet 
ings and talked over the matter, and 
also discussed the benefits that would 
lesult from such a move 
All of them 


are in favoi of the consolidation but 
are anxious that no detail bo over 
looked In malting up the agreement 
on which the consolidation is based 
Messrs Hooper, Stoner and Duggan 
have also consulted 
but until the 


agreement i!> shaped up these men 
will be unable to take up the active 
tvork of the plans until this oasis is 
established 
Mr Duggan ib one of
